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EDITOR'S  PREFACE 


It  has  been  shown  that  a great  percentage  of  traffic  accidents  per  year 
have  been  caused  by  vehicle  operators  who  were  under  the  influence  of 
alcohol  or  other  drugs.  Many  articles  have  been  written  concerning  the 
adverse  effects  of  alcohol  on  motor  performance,  but,  until  recently, 
the  use  of  other  drugs  has  not  received  the  same  amount  of  coverage. 

With  the  recent  interest  in  the  changing  of  legislation  regarding  cannabis, 
the  issue  of  impaired  driving  while  under  the  influence  of  drugs  other 
than  alcohol  has  come  to  the  fore. 

In  considering  the  topic  of  drugs  and  driving,  it  was  felt  that  an  all- 
inclusive  bibliography  would  entail  duplication  in  the  case  of  the  alcohol 
literature,  and  for  this  reason,  we  have  confined  our  scope  to  papers 
which  mainly  concern  themselves  with  drugs  other  than  alcohol. 

With  the  6th.  International  Conference  on  Alcohol,  Drugs  and  Traffic 
Safety  being  held  at  the  Addiction  Research  Foundation  in  Toronto  from 
8-13  of  September  1974,  it  was  felt  that  a bibliography  of  this  type  would 
be  a useful  and  timely  contribution,  as  it  would  provide  an  accumulation 
of  citations  to  date. 

As  with  previous  bibliographies,  a 4 x 6 microfiche  of  the  entire  article, 
including  an  eye -readable  section,  is  being  prepared  for  each  of  the 
citations.  The  combination  of  the  bibliography  and  microfiche  will  pro- 
vide the  user  with  the  opportunity  of  locating  and  reading  the  full  text  of 
chosen  articles,  at  a moderate  cost,  while  at  the  same  time  reducing  the 
amount  of  storage  space. 

The  development  of  this  bibliography  has  demanded  a concentrated  effort 
by  the  compilers  and  other  Library  staff  members  who  have  participated 
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in  its  realization.  Again,  Mrs.  B.  Merritt  and  Mr.  O.  Pergl  have  contri- 
buted through  their  provision  of  hard  copy  of  articles  available  on  Inter- 
library  Loan. 

As  in  the  case  with  previous  bibliographies,  this  work  could  not  have  been 
completed  without  the  cooperation  of  the  entire  Library  staff.  Even  though 
they  are  not  credited  individually  as  having  had  a direct  input  to  the 
bibliography,  they  are  to  be  commended  for  relieving  the  compilers  of 
duties  which  would  have  prevented  or  hampered  the  completion  of  this 
volume.  At  the  same  time,  we  wish  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Printing  Unit 
of  the  A.  R.  F.  for  their  cooperation  and  patience  in  the  preparation  of  the 
four  bibliographies  produced  during  1973-74.

INTRODUCTION 


I.  Aim  and  Extent  of  Coverage 

The  aim  of  this  bibliography  is  to  cover  comprehensively  all  available 
scientific  literature,  in  any  language,  on  the  subject  of  drug  use  and 
driving.  This  includes  experimental  and  clinical  research  studies, 
review  articles,  and  general  discussions  of  the  topic.  As  with  its  pre- 
decessors in  the  bibliographic  series,  the  position  has  been  adopted 
that  evaluation  should  and  must  rest  with  the  reader;  therefore,  all 
scientific  papers  which  discuss  the  subject  have  been  listed. 

II.  Subject  C onte nt 

The  bibliography  contains  studies  on  the  effects  of  drugs,  other  than 
ethyl  alcohol,  on:  driving  or  simulated  driving  of  automobiles,  piloting 
or  simulated  piloting  of  aircraft,  and  laboratory  tests  concerning  various 
intellectual,  sensory,  and  psychomotor  functions , personality,  and 
subjective  mental  states.  Papers  dealing  with  laboratory  tests  have  been 
included  if  the  express  intention  is  to  elucidate  driving  ability  under  drug 
conditions;  because  of  the  wide  range  of  possible  functions  involved  in, 
but  not  restricted  to  driving,  papers  reporting  drug- influenced  perfor- 
mance are  excluded  if  the  results  are  not  specifically  related  to  the 
operation  of  a motor  vehicle. 

IIL  Types  of  Information  Provided 

A,  References 

Titles  are  listed  alphabetically  according  to  the  name  of  the  first  author. 
The  complete  information  for  every  title  is  given,  including  the  number 
of  references  cited  by  the  authors.  The  titles  of  non-English-language 
articles  are  given  in  the  original  language,  followed  by  an  English  trans- 
lation in  square  brackets.  All  journal  titles  are  given  in  full;  for  the  sake 
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of  consistency,  the  capitalization  of  the  titles  of  non-English-language 
journal  titles  has  been  conducted  according  to  standard  English-language 
practice.  Journals  which  include  in  their  title  the  name  of  a society  or 
institution  are  listed  with  the  organization  name  placed  first  (e.  g.  , Johns 
Hopkins  Hospital,  Bulletin).  The  name  of  the  place  of  publication  is  listed, 
foreign  place  names  being  given  in  the  English-language  version, 

B.  Key  Word  Terms 

Following  each  citation  are  abbreviated  key  word  index  terms  which  provide 
information  such  as:  language  of  publication,  type  of  paper  (e.  g.  , experi- 
mental, review,  etc.  ),  vehicle  type,  various  experimental  and  non-experi- 
mental  subject  groups,  and  groups  of  compounds  mentioned  in  the  paper  in 
connection  with  driving. 

C.  Drug  Names 

The  names  of  all  relevant  drugs  mentioned  in  each  paper  are  provided. 

D.  Accession  Numbers 

Because  all  papers  listed  in  the  bibliography  are  being  transferred  to 
microfiche  so  that  they  will  be  available  to  requesters,  each  bibliography 
term  has  been  assigned  a permanent,  unique  accession  number  (e.  g.  , 
A-1237,  B-0250),  whereby  it  can  be  easily  identified. 

E.  Author  Index 

F.  Key  Word  Index 

The  Key  Word  Index  is  a cumulated  listing  of  all  terms  to  which  each  of  the 
81  key  word  terms  has  been  applied. 

G.  Drug  Index  for  Experimental  and  Statistical  Survey  Papers 

The  drug  index  is  a list  of  all  indiyidual  drug  names  or  drug  group  names 
mentioned  in  experimental  and  statistical  suryey  papers.  The  drug  names 
are  cross-referenced  according  to  information  obtained  from  the  following 
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standard  works:  E.  E.  J.  Marler,  Pharmacological  and  Chemical  Synonyms, 

4th  ed,  (Amsterdam:  Excerpta  Medical  Foundation,  1967);  M.  Negwer, 

Organische-  chemische  Arzne imittel  und  ihre  synonyma  (Berlin:  Akademie- 

Verlag,  1966);  and  P.  G.  Stecher,  ed.  , The  Me r ck  Index,  8th  ed.  (Rahway, 

N.  J.  : Merck  and  Co.  , Inc.  , 1968).  In  the  code  used  for  the  index,  one  of 

the  letters  listed  below  appears  in  parentheses  after  the  drug  name: 

R --  recommended  International  Non-proprietary  Name  (W.  H,  O.  ) 

P --  proposed  International  Non-proprietary  Name  (W.  H.  O.  ),  British 
Approved  Name,  or  United  States  Approved  Name 

C --  chemical  and/or  common  name 

N --  drug  name  which  could  not  be  verified  in  any  of  the  above 
reference  works 

In  cross-referencing,  the  recommended  International  Non-proprietary 
Name  (R)  is  preferred  as  the  standardized  form,  while  the  proposed  Inter- 
national Name  (P)  is  the  second  choice,  the  chemical  and/or  common 
name  (C)  is  the  third  choice,  and  the  unverified  name,  naturally,  is  fourth. 
The  numbers  of  entries  in  the  bibliography  text  are  listed  only  under  the 
most-preferred,  or  highe st- choice  drug  name. 

If  possible,  combination  drugs  have  been  verified  in  C.  O.  Wilson  and  J. 

E.  Jones,  eds.  , American  Drug  Index  (Philadelphia:  J.  B.  Lippincott, 

1964).  If  a combination  drug  is  not  listed  in  this  source,  the  composition 
has  been  determined  from  the  article  itself,  and  is  given  in  parentheses. 

A plus  sign  (+)  following  the  last  component  indicates  that  not  all  parts  of 
the  composition  could  be  found.
